WHAT BESSEMER STEEL IS. 
Is a Compound of Iron With a Small 
Percentage of Carbon, 


Most persons are unaware of tho re- 
Volution created in industrial circles by 
{he introduction of the Bessemer pro- 
cess of making stcel. This process be- 
lengs in the same category with the in- 
vention of the printing press and the 
introduction of the steam engine in its 
relaton fo human progress, 

Steel is a compound of iron with a 
Small percentage of carbon, which ts 
rendered malleable by being cast while 
in a state of fusion, Cast iron {s iron 


process converts cast iron into steel by 
blowing a blast of cold air through melt- 
ed cast iron. The oxygen of the air 
burns out the carbon, silicon and other 
unwelcome elements until the right pro- 
pertion is reached, and then the steel 
is cast, 

The effect of the process was at once 
to cheapen steel and to increase its use 
enormously. In 1855, when Bessemer 
took out his first patent, steel sold in 
England for-five times its present price. 
Sir Henry Bessemer shared the com- 
mon lot of inventors in encouraging !n- 
credulity when his discovery was first 
aimounced, but he was more fortunate

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CITY OF SARDINES. 


Stavanger, in Norway, Produces 16, - 
500,000 Tons a Year. 


It is the business side of fishing that 
is most important to Norway. The 
canning and preserving industry has 
grown to such an extent in recent years 
asx to become a great factor in the pros- 
perity of the country. Stavanger is the 
great centre of this industry, and to its 
rapid development is largely due the 
fact that this delightfully situated and 
picluresuge town has nearly doubled in 
population in the last 10 years. In this 
connection the canning of sardines 1s 
perhaps the greatest fealure, and if any 
place is entiled to the proud distinction 
of being the “city of the sardine,” is is 
Slavanger. There are in Stavanger some 
12 firms devoted more or less largely to 
the curing and canning of sardines, 
which are imported in increasing vol- 
ume every year to Various parts of the 
world, Ten years ago the output from 
Stavanger was some 2,000,000 tins, Five 
years later the oulpul had increased to 
4,000,000 fins, and so rapidly has the in- 
dustry grown since then that the output 
this year is calculated at something like 
16,500,000 tins of ai sizés. 

Upon being landed at the factories, 
the fish are at cnce placed into large 
tubs, which have a strong inrush of 
water from below to keep the fish in 
motion, and so give a final cleansing to 
them. They are then transferred for a 
Short time to the pickling tubs, well 
charged with salt, and are then entrust- 
ed to women, who skewer them through 
the eyes on to steel rods. The rods with 
the suspended fish are arranged in 
frames, which, when fully charged, are 
placed in chambers over burning oak 
logs and fresh bark, This serves to cure 
the fish and give to them a bright color. 
They then pass to a body of women and 
girls, all wearing while caps and while 
pinafore aprons, who deftly decapitate 
and gut them while suspended from the} 
rods, wilhout having to handle them. | 
Now the fish are ready for canning, and | 
this is done by a body of women, the| 
tins being freely charged with the best 
olive oil. The tins are next hermetically 
sealed in powerful machines, and are 
placed in boilers and subjected to steam 
pressure for the purpose of sterilizing 
the fish. Fina'ly the tins are labelled and 
packed in cases ready for despatch. 

The whole process, from the taking 
of the fish from the walter, is the work | 
of only a few hours. There is not a par- 
ticle of solder about the tins, The hasp 
forms part of the lid, and by means of 
a key placed in the hasp the lid is un- 
rolled. In a word, if the Chicago beef 
trade has revealed the evil possibilities | 
cf tinned meats, a visit to Stavanger | 
shows whal care and cleanliness can be 
associated with the canning Industry.

it is impossible, of*course, to have’ grass; 
and some succulent feed like roots of 
some sort, is very necessary. 

I.think dipping is very important, It 
is almost impossible to keep sheep in 
food condition if they are infested with 
ticks. Il usually dip my sheep as late in 
the fall as possible. I select a warm sun- 
shiny day for the work. 1 also dip them 
a second time in the spring after shear- 
ing. 1 give close attention to my ewes 
al lambing time. As soon as they have 
had their lambs they are separated from 
the rest ef the flock and kept-in' a small 
pen by themselves until the lambs are 
three or four days old. Cheviot ewes 
usually give very liltle or no trouble, 
as they make good mothers, producing 
strong lambs and supplying an abun- 
dant yield of milk. 

Cheviols may not be as profitable as 
some other breeds, but I find it more 
satisfactory to raise one large, strong 
lamb than two undersized ones. Many 
of my ewes have twins. Last winter 40 
gave me 62 lambs of which 56 were 
raised. As soon as the lambs begin to 
eal, they are given a room by themselves 
with a creep so they can run in and out 
as they please. They are fed as much 
grain as they will eat three times a day. 
The very: best «clover hay is kept in the 
rack above them so that they can nib- 
ble as mich as 4hey. like’ at all times. 
The troughs are=fixed so thal the lambs 
cannot get into them and disturb the 

rain. = + : : 

At first they are fed ground oats and 
bran, later, cfacked) corn, bran and oi) 
meal. As myyjsheep are kept in very 
warm quarters, I shear them as early as 
March 15 to’ April 1. We usually shear 
by hand, clipping them as close as pos- 
sible. I believe the hand machine would 
be ddvisable, as*l understand that it is 
giving: good success wherever it is used. 
The fleece of each animal is weighed and 
u record is kept, so that I know the 
amount of wool that each sheep pro- 
duces. Last year, the fleeces averaged 
about seven pounds each. I expect them 
to average more this year, as the flock 
on the whole is in better condition,

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QW PERFUMES ARE MADE. 
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Interesting Process of tho Chemicut 
Manufacture of Scents.

Almost tho entire population of the cily 
of Grasse, in southern France, is de 
voted to the cullivation of flowers and 
the extraction of perfumas from them— 
with the result, says Harper's Magazine, 
that the community controls the market 
for the most delicate essences, For ten 
months in the year the Grassois are em- 
ployed, gathering, sorting and distilling 
blooms. About the town are flower- 
gardens which extend for many miles, 
and from which arep lucked in a single 
season more than three million pounds 
of roses, half as many again of orange- 
blossoms, a million pounds of jasmine,

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About the Farm 
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DAIRY HERD FROM COMMON STOCK. 


When developing ite dairy herd from 
common stock, it is not necessary to vo 
fo great expense, but a few years of 
time are necessary in wh‘ch to accom- 
Plish this, writes Prof. Thomas Shaw. 
The amount of time called for will, 'o 
Some extent, be dependent on the charac- 
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Slock, at the oulset, and to some extent 


up in two or threo generations of cor- 
rect breeding. In other insta 
longer time may be reguired; but 
should not require more than four or 
five generations of proper breeding ‘n 
any event to effect the changes sought. 
A great change in the line of improve- 
ment desired should result from the 
irst cross made. 


as follows: Begin with such. females as 
can be,got conveniently without great- 
er cost than may be termed common 
prices such as are usually paid for com- 
mon stock, Give the preference to those 


nearly as much of violels, and hundreds 
of thousands of pounds of other flow- 
ers, including lavender, tuberoses, 
thyme, rosemary; myrtle and jonquils. 

Afler these are picked they must be 
carefully sorted, and in the case of the 
roses, at least, the petals carefully sepa- 
rated from the plstils by hand. 

Tho essential oils are extracted in 
several different ways, in cach of which 
the Grassois have kept*abreast of modern 
science and haye utilized the latest dis- 
covories of the chemical laboratory, 

Rosemary, thyme, lavender, geranium, 
roses and orange-flowers they distil by 
steam, in huge alembics gvhich hold from 
three hundred to sixty thousand quarts. 
The oil is skimmed from the water after 
condensation. The water ilself ts pre- 
served and used over and over again, for 
il is saturated with the perfume, and 
great quantities of it are sold as jasmine- 
water, rose-water and other flower 
waters. ! 

For the extraction of the more delicate 
essences the method in highest favor is 
that of cold enfleurage. On the purest of 
cold lard, spread on glass plates in 
wooden frames, tho fresh flowers are 
laid until the lard becomes a saturated 
pomade of essence. Cold alcohol is then 
added to the lard and the two contin- 
ually paddled together, until the alcohol 
has dissolved out the floral oil. After the 
evaporation of the alcohol the perfume 
remains as the “quintessence” of the 
flower. 

The third method, by which tho “quint- 
essences” of rose and violet are ob- 
tained, is hot maceratiun, in which the 
flowers ave put into hot lard and there 
continually stirred, the lard being after- 
ward pressed out. The most modern of 
ali methods, although not the best In re- 
sults, is that lg which tho perfumes are 
extracted in a closed vessel by some light 
spirit of petroleum. 

A pound of oil extracted from orange- 
flowers by the steam process is worth 
thirty-six dollars; extracted by petroleum 
it is worth {wice as much, and by melted 
lard one hundred and thirty-six dollars. 
Violet essences extracted by the petro- 
leum method Is worth one hundred and 
sixty-three dollars a pound, but a pound 
extracted through lard Js worth more 
than fourteen hundred dollars. 

It is a curious characteristic of the per- 
fume manufacture that although chem- 
ists have succeeded in closely imitating 
many of the odors by synthesis, this 
competition has stimulated and not cut 
down the demand for the natural pro- 
duct.’ Artificial odors, used to scent 
soaps and other toilet articles, apparent- 
ly add to the desire for ‘he finest essence 
mu the scent boltle. 

The chemical manufacture of scents 
proceeds in three wajys—by the actual 
synthesis of the essential oil, by the pro- 
duction of somé other substance having 
tho same odor, and by tho development 
of new odors not found In nature, In 
the first manner is produced annually a 
greal quantily of artificial vanillin exact- 
ly like the extract of the vanilla bean, 
Ry the second is produced an artificial 
fusk, entirely unlike the natural product 
sxcept In odor. By the third are madd 
heliotropin, which constitutes the per- 
fume known as “while hellotrope,” and 
ferpinole,—from turpentine,—which is 
made into “white lilac” scent.

Retain all the female pro- 
geny for future breeding that have been 
found to possess the milk-giving qua- 
lity in a high degree. Discard those 
ef the opposite class as soon as their 
deficiency becomes known. Continue 
the same line of breeding until the ex- 
cellence sought Las been reached, or ot 
least continue {t until the standard of 
milk giving In the cows has come up 
to the average of the herd from which 
the sires have been chosen. 


THE FORMATION FEMALES. 


In one sense it would be correct to 
say that a good dairy herd may be built 
up from any class of females that are 
sound and healthy. While that is true, 
it is also true that to begin such change 
on high grades of a beef foundation 
will take a longer time to produce good 
dairy cattle than if the foundation were 
common females of mixed breeding, but 
already possessed of milk-giving quali- 
ties in a considerable degree. Mixed 
breeding {s no detriment in such a case. 

First, look for a cow with a large, 
leng and capacious barrel. open and 
rather widely spaced in the ribs which 
should spring well downward. Second, 
look for evidences of refinement as seen 
in a head inclining to long, a neck long 
and slim, crops somewhat sharp, and 
limbs inclining to fine. Third, look ‘or 
the present evidences of good milk giv- 
ing capacity. Fourth, look for evidenc- 
es of stamina as indicated by good width 
through the lower part of the chest, by 
en active carriage and a bright, full 
eye. Fifth, prefer the cow that hus @ 
nice soft handling hide and silky coat. 

Choose sires from that dairy breed 
which may bo preferred. The straight 
duiry breeds that stand in the front in 
this country are the Holstein, Ayrshire, 
Guernsey and Jersey, named probably 
in the order of relative size. The 
Dutch Belted catlle, nol very numerous, 
are much like the Holstein, The choice 
being made, don’t change the breed 
from which the sire is chosen, and exer- 
ciso great care in choosing the sire.

$1,000,000 Fund. 


The deputation by the County 
Council consisting ot Warden Kirk, 
Dr. Harper, County Treasurer Mal- 
lory, Mr. Dryden, County Clerk 
Aylesworth and Mr. A, F. Wood 
went to Toronto and interviewed the 
Goyernment to endeayor to secure a 
grant towards rebuilding and making 
permanent some of the large bridges 


throughout the county, from the 
$1,000,000 fund appropriated by the 
late Ross Government for the purpose 
of keeping’ up county roads an 
bridges. The deputation went up to 
Toronto on Thursday and have re- 
turned highly pleased with the result 
of their yisit, They were accom- 
panied hy Mr, Stanley Vandervoort, 
who happened to be in Toronto at the 
time, 

Messrs, Morrison and Pearce, in 
the absence of Mr. Rathbun, had 
arranged for the deputation to meet 
the Hon. Dr. Reaume, Minister of 
Public Works, and they met him at 
eleven o'clock on Thursday. The de- 
putation asked for the sum of $150,- 
000 for the purpose of rebuilding the 
large wooden bridges which were now 
damaged, and to build in their stead 
permanent iron bridges, r 

The Minister heard them kindly 
and attentively, but could make no 
promise more than that he would lay

the deputation come away feeling 
that the result of their yisit will be 
profitable, 
“Alittle bit of history of the way 
this county assumed control of the 
roads will probably prove interesting. 
in the year 1855 the county council 
of Hastings submitted a by-law to the 
peogle and started a system of county 
» That by-law authoritized the 
establishment of 100 miles of roads. 
The county council soon after borrow- 
od the sum of $240,000 from the Muni- 
cipal Loan Fund, paying the rate of 
6 per cent. thereon. Then in 1860 the 
county council issued county deben- 
tures to the amount of -$60,000. und 
bought up all the company roads. in 
the county and made them free of 
tolls, This proved « great boon. There 
have been no toll-gates on any road in 
the county since that time, and this 
was the first county in the province to 
abolish toll roads, and the deputation

Ae Me: Carscallen Dead. 


Passed Away at Marmora op ‘Taesday 
Moraing. 


A well-known resident of thiscounty 
passed away at his residence in Mar- 
mora lat teno'clock Tuesday morning 
in the person of Alexander William- 
son Carscallen;’ ex-M.P., aged 62 
years. He was a son of the late Ed- 


ward R, Oarscallen, of U. E. Loyalist 
stock, who'was on active service as & 
lieutenant in the Canadian niilitia 
during the rebellion of 1837, He was 
born in the yillage of Selby, in the 
township of North Frederickburg. 
County of Lennox, in 1814, | He was 
educated at the Napanee Academy 
and at the University of Nashville, 
Tennesee. In 1875 he was married to 
Marcie Pringle, who preceeded him to 
the graye n few years xgo. By this 
issue he leayes two children, Frank, 
of Marmora, and Mrs, James Parker, 
wife of theassistant general-manager 
of the Sovereign Bank at Montreal. 
He was married again afew years ago 
and his widow survives, 

The deceased was quite wealthy. 
For many years he was a priyate 
banker and broker, real estate dealer 
and luinber merchant in the village of 
Marvmora, and was the original owoer 
of the now celebrated Cordova gold 
mine. He was also a Justice of the 
Peace and had been a Councillor and 
Reeve of his township and chairman 
of the School Board, 

He was elected to the House 
of Commons at the bye-election on 
Dec, 30, 1892. when Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell, the then member for North 
Hastings, was appointed to the 
Senate, Mr, Carscallen was re-electe 1 
at the general elections of 1896and 1900 
and retired in 1004, when the County 
was gerrymandered and made into 
two constituencies, 

The funeral will be held on Friday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock,

Finally, after a long period of tribula- 
tion, a court-martial met to try General 
Stoessel on the charges formulated 
against him in connection with the de- 
fense of Port Arthur, General . Floug, 
another high ofticer who taok a promi- 
nent part in the Manchoorian campaign, 
presided over the court-martial, and a 
leading lawyer named Maximow was 
permitted to act as counsel for the de- 
fense.

Bluff King Hal's record was 
recently equalled by that of an ex-sol- 
dier named Albert Henry Capper, who 
was sentenced {o ten years’ penal servi- 
tude not long ago by the Lord Chief Ju 
tice at the Wilts Ass » “With one ex- 
ception it is the worst case of bigamy 
that has ever come before me,” was the 
opinion expressed by his lordship, who 
Subsequently said to the prisoner, “It is

At limes, however, he greatly excced- 
ed his average.

as Drowned while Attempting to Cross the 
River in Ferryboat Sunday at Nicolaus. 


WELI. KNOWN AND POPULAR. 


(Sacramento Union, Febrnary 11.) 
Maryville, Feb. 10.—James Wright, 
foreman of the Sutter Development 
_ Company, better known as the Rid- 
out ranch, near Nicolaus, wax drowned 
in the Feather viver at 5 o'clock this 
afternoon. 

Mr. Wright. who was well known 
here, visited his son ucross the river 
from Nicolaus and upon his return the 
ferryman was absent. He concluded 
to operate the ferry bimself and sturt- 
ed to cross. Midway in the strenm 
‘the current ran like « millrace and the 
‘ron ring connected with the pulley 
and the steering-gear pulled ont. 
Either the pulley or a piece of the 
teering-wear struck Mr. Wright on 
the forehead, knocking him from the 
boat into the river. 

Several people on the Nicolaux shore 
saw the accident, and a small boat 
ut off at once in an attempt to save 
im, The body was found and an at- 
fein pt at resuscitation made, but when 
finally a physician arrived Wright 
was dend, 

James Wright was well known and 
popular in this part of the valley. He| 
was 4 native of Canadu und aged 
about 55 years, 


and has one son here who was on the 
ferry boat at the time of the fatal 
accident. He had lived in California 
for twenty-five years and during that 
time had been foreman inthe conduct 
of large ranches. For the past nine 
years de gbas been foreman of the Sut- 
ter Development Company's place at 
Chandler city in Sutter county, more 
familiarly known us the Rideout 
ranch, that comprises about 10,000 
acres, 2,000 of which are in a high 
state of improvement. He was a man 
of great executive ability and was 
trusted in the control of large inter- 
ests. He was well known in this 
county as well as in Sutter, Colusa, 
Butte and Vehama, in all of which he 
conducted extensive business enter- 
rises, The inquest on the body was! 
1eld by Coroner Rowe, of Sutter} 
county, at Nicolaus yesterday and the 
verdict of the jury was that the death 
wis the result of uccidental drowning. 
The remains were brought to this cits 
by Undertaker R. E. Beyan and will 
be shipped to Madoe, Ontario, Canada.

Madoc Cheese Co, will be held at the factory on 
Saturday, March 2nd, 1907, at the hour of 1 
o’clock p.m., for the purpose of dociding about 


the work done by Dr. John G. Pat- 
ton, who died recently in Melbourne, 
Australia, under tbe heading of “A 
Missionary Hero,’’ in the following 
article :— - 

“It would be impossible to place 
a value in dollars and cents upon 
the life-work of Dr. John G. Paton, 
who died recently iu Melbourne, 
Australia. For over forty-five 
years he lived as a missionary in 
the New Hebrides. When he first 
landed the natives of that South 
Sea archipelago were counted the 
most savage of aboriginies. They 
were cannibals or the worst type, 
were constantly engaged in tribal 
wars, practised the strangling of 
women, and were adepts in torture. 
On the island of Tanna, where Dr. 
Paton began his work, several other 
missionaries had been clubbed to 
death, and theneaten. Indeed, dur- 
ing the first twenty years of his 
stay seyen of his fellow-missionaries 
were murdered and devoured, Dr. 
Paton himself had many ~hair- 
breath escapes. but his sweet and 
gentle nature, his unfaltering faith 
in the Divine, and his superb cour- 
age brought him safely through 
dangers of the most appalling type. 
He worked on undaunted, taught 
himself the dialects of the various 
tribes, invented a written language, 
taught it to the natives, translated 
or directed the translation of the 
Scriptures into twenty two native 
dialects, and even set up and 
printed the first book in Tannese, 
the type and the little band press 
hiving been sent out from Glasgow. 

After forty-flye years ot work 
self-sacrificing, laborious and ¢on- 
stant, there are elght islands of the 
New Hebrides group Christianized 
and civilized. Eighteen thousand 
Christians have eighteen organized 
churches, there are schools, hospi- 
tals, training institutions, and the 
life of the European trader is as 
safe, or even safer, there than on 
the streets of Toronto. 

There are still 80,000 inhabitants 
of the archipelago who are sunk in 
barbarism, whose cannibal prac. 
tices continue and whose sayage 
natures are unchanged. ‘This yery 
fact is a proof that the development 
of some Islanders from cannibalism 
to civilization has not been a natur- 
al evolution, but a direct result of 
missionary effort and of the simple 


heroism of Dr. Paton and his as- 
sociates,”’

Chief Secretary for Ireland Gives Formal 
Notice of Bill. 


A despatch from London says: Fol- 
lowing closely upon his announcement 
of the intention of the Government to in- 
trodaice a mensure to Improve the gov- 
ernment of Ireland, Augustine Birrell, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, gave formal 
notice on Thursday that a bill “to es- 
tablish an Irish Council for other pur- 
ose connected therewith,” would be 
ntroduced, Thus the Liberal Govern- 
ment is keeping ils promise to the 
Nationalists to place Irish legislation to 
the forefront of the present session of 
Parliament, 

The bill, although all the detalls have 
not yet been miade public, will provide 
for a council in which the elective ele- 
ment will predominate, A number of 
nominative members are retained in 
order fo placate the Liberals who are 

' opposed to an entirely representative 


body. It {s understood nlso that 
council will have extensive administra- 
live powers, but its right to legislate will 
be limited. This feature has been ac- 
cepted by the Irish leaders, 

Nothing definite is known as to the 
amount of financial control to be en- 
trusted to the council, but to satisfy 
Irishmen this will have to be large. 
there 1s no doubt that the powers now 
centered in numerous hoards controlling 
the administration of Ireland will be 
handed over to the council, 

Speaking in the House on Thursday 
evening, Mr, Birrell said that the ques- 
lion of the restoration of evicted tenants 
fo their homes was one of primary im- 
povlance, ond that brooked of no dolay. 
He pledged the Government to take effee- 
live measures to obluin the reinstate 
ment of evicted tenants,

couse of offence. he home surround- 
ings and ecorly training of children are 
oll important factors in determining 
thelr subsequent career, When children 
get Into conflict with the law it Is rarely 
their fault, and their failing should be 
éludied in a kindly parental way by per- 
sons whose love of childhood is greater 
than their sense of so-called justice,

Tonnage for 1906 Was 27 Millions, the

Moved by George Patterson, second- 
ed by Mr. Thomas Gunter, that we 
ask tor the amendment of that por- 
tion of the Act that regulates the 
training and qualifications of teachers, 
because the poorer classes can have 
little hope of becoming teachers, 
although many of our brightest intel- 
lects come from this clase, thus a dis- 
crimination is created in favor of the 
rich against the poor.—Carried un- 
animously.

Nugent, that we retain 
Model schools for the training of 
rupal districts, and that the term of 
training for three months remain asit.

When I have a hog condemned to die, 
my method of dealing with it is to load 
il in an old buggy and take it to a fer- 
lilizer factory and have it cut up and 
find the cause of ils death.

T attribute to this 
migorous housecleaning my success in 
e€ ading hog diseases. The first consid- 
éxaton with a hog is to keep him alive. 
To do this and to gel him ready for 
the slaughter pen you want to keep his 
bide clean, his stomach sweet and his 
lungs good. 

The clean hide will receive the first 
allention, The hide is simply the oul- 
side of the inside and the stomach is 
the inside of the out-side. When I salt 
my hogs, which I do three limes a week 
while they are eating, I throw salt 
broadcast. on™ their- backs. The. resuil 
of this is that they gel the salt with 
their food which seems to be the proper 
way to have it and what salt remains 
en the hog forms a brine that destroys 
the lice. By this means of salling I get 
a better result from the fattening of the 
hog and at the same Ume rid it of lice 
which is one of the worst pesls of the 
hog lat. i 

The best way that I have found to 
keep rid of the dust is to feed in the 
open with samething for a windbreak 
and give the hog shock corn... This 
will result in his having plenty of 
roughness and at. the Same time will 
give him a good bed.

The 
lastest failure is that of W. A. Mc- 
Master & Co., who made an assign- 
ment a few days ago to H. Barber, of 
Toronto, In reference to this failure 
the following appeared in last week’s 
issue ot The Standard and is worthy 
of the careful consideration of people 
in other places besides Hayelock :— 
“Mr. McMaster attributes the 
failure to the credit system and the 
habit of the people ot Hayelock in 
“dealing with city departmental stores, 
a habit which is bound to seriously 
injure the industrial expansion and 
rosperity of any. yillage or town. 
The business of buying goods out of 
town has grown to big proportions in 
Havelock and is indulged in by citi- 
zens who gain their substance and 
sivehood from this place, and reedpie 
.too, whose incomes or salaries de- 
pend on the prosperity ofthe village 
toa large extent. In reference to the 
cash system, ifevery business man in 
our town could do business on a 
strictly cash system, it would be a 
blessing to all. If we all had to pay 
cash we would learn to live within 
our means. Itwould save business 
men the expense of bookkeepers and 
the loss of bad debts, all of which 
someone has to pay for. If our town 
could gradually work into « strictly 
cash system it would be better for 
everyone. Mr. McMaster’s many 
friends feel his misfortune very much. 
He did not know just what line of 
business he will enter or whether he 
will continue to reside in Hayelock.” 
“Mr. McMaster was at one time a 
well-known and prosperous business 
man in Madoc, and his statements are 
without doubt, correct. How long 
will this state of affairs exist among 
the different communities? Profit by 
advice, and spend your money where 
Jyou make it instead of handing it out 
to the stranger in the departmental 
store, where it is not a matter of 
choice in things you purchase, but a 
case of put up with it and say nothing 
or else return it at your own expense.

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


NY even numbered section of Dominion 
Lands in Manitohe, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, excepting 8 and 26,no8 reserved, may be 
homesteaded by apy person who is the sole 
hoad of afamily, orany male over 18 years of 
age, to the extent of one-quarter acction of 160 
acres, more Or less. 

Entry must bo made personslly at the looal 
land office for the district ia which the land is 
simunte. 

The homesteader is required to perform the 
conditions connected therewith under one of 
the following plans :— 

(1) At least six months residence upon and 

cultivation of the land in each year for throe 
yOnrn, 
7 (2) I€ the father (or mother, if the father is 
decoased) of the Lomestoader resides upon o 
farin in the vicinity og the land entered for, Wie 
requirements as to residence may bo satiefied 
I by guch person resiting with the fatier-or 
imothe!, 

(8) If the sottier lins bis permanent ¥celdence 
upon farming land owned by bim in the yicin- 
ity of his homestead, the requirements as to 
residence may be satisfied by residence upon 
the said land,
